Statistics from a London Directory 


The population of London is sheltered 
by 550,000 dwelling houses,and the area of 
streets and squares embraces 122 squate 
miles. Every day sees an average of 160,- 
000 strangers enter the city, and 1230 por- 
sons added to the population ; while each 
year about twenty-eight miles of new 
streets are laid out, and 9,000 now houses 
erected, ‘There are 121,000 paupers, upon 
whom 10,700 Police keep acloseeye. The 
population includes 120,000 foreigners, 
more Roman Catholics than there are in 
Rome, and more Jews than there are in 
Palestine. Two thousand clergymen pre- 
side over 620 churches and 423 chapels, of 
which latter buildings the Independents 
have 121, the Baptists 100, the Wesleyans 
77, the Catholios 90, the Calvinists 10, the 
Presbyterians 10, the Quakers 7 and the 
Jews 10. The number of cats kept by the 
people is so Jarge (700,000) that ‘‘cat's 
meat” is delivered to the most of houses, 
The 3,000 horses which die each week are 
utilized to meet this demand. < 


Glasgow's Commercial Importance. 


Many readers will be surprised to learn 
that Glasgow is the second largest city in 
Great Britain, and the third in commercial 
importance. In population and manufac- 
tures it almost equals Phaladelphia, and 
for wet weather surpasses any American 
city, large or small, with which I am ac- 
quainted, The people are busy, thrifty, 
industrious and exceedingly polite,intense- 
ly national, but aigolutaly ignornant and 
indifferent innit A mobi “arid Amorican 
affairs. Ihave not met any person so ig- 
norant asthe Italian Count who asked 
whether it was not dangerous to venture 
outside of New York on account of the In- 
dians, but they do not seem to know or 
care that in the vicinity of the noble city of

Nominations tu the Varlous Wards, 


In. accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Act, the nomination of candi- 
dates for the Mayoralty took place in the 
City Hall between 10 & 11 o'e!ock Monday, 
the City Clerk presiding. When the pro- 
ceedings were begun the attendance of the 
electors was small, but soon the gathoring 
increased in numbers until the Hall was 
comfortably filled, 

Shortly after the hour appointed, Mr. 
Hugh Walker came forward, and, seconded 
by Mr, Horace Yeomans, nominated Mr. 
Janes W. Dv. as Mayor for 1885, 

Mr, A. N. Pringle, seconded by Mr~A- 
N, Reid, nominated. Mr. Joun G. Fuosr. 

Mr. G..D. Dickson. was also nominated. 

At 11 o'clock the nominations were de- 
clared closed by the Clerk, 

Mr, Huon Wat as Mr. Dunnot's 
mover, said Mr. Dunnet and Mr. Frost 
would fight the battle out,as he understood 
Mr. Dickson would withdraw. He referred 
to the controversy, which had sprung up in 
relation to the position, of the candidates 
towards the Soott Act. He thought the 
Scott Act should stand upon its merits and 
was glad neither had been led to drag it 
into the municipal election, He then re- 


ferred to the satisfactory and efficient man- 
nerin which Mr, Dunnet had occupied 
the chair and his liberality in donating his 
salary as Mayor to the Hospital fund, 

Mk. Donner said he felt very much like 
leaving the matter in the hands of the vot- 
ors without a speech. Last year he asked 
thom to take him on trust; now it was for 
thom to say whether he had filled the of- 
fice acceptably. If he had, and they had 
no fault to find, he would think they were 
discriminating against him as they had giy- 
en his predecessors two year terms. He 
denied pledging himself to agreeing to be 
content with a one year term. Mr. Frost 
and Mr, Dickson had agreed upon it but 
he had not. Mr. Lingham, he said, had 
been elected by acclamation because he had 
recognized his right toa two years’ term, 
and thought he was,not out of place in com- 
ing out a second time. Even fir strongest 
opponents had no fault to find with hiscon- 
duct in the Mayor's chair for the past year, 
He referred to the benefits the city hadde- 
rived from the visit of the deputation to 
Montreal on behalf of the market 
train service and thought the greatest 
amount of benefit would be derived in 
the spring when the link to Eldorado was 
completed. There had been no jobbery in 
the Council during the past year, their 
record might not have been flowery, but it 
was substantial, The rate of taxation had 
been reduced, and as an evidence that the 
city was not deteriorating he could ay 
there were few vacant houses in it. He 
had been interviewed by the Licensed Vic- 
tuallers as to his attitude toward the Scott 
Act and had frankly announced his _senti- 
ment, He was sorry the matter had been 
in any way brought forward, but he would 
not, if elocted, allow his position as 
to influence his actions. He would sup- 
port it as a citizen, and said he would 
sooner wear the blue ribbon badge than 
the badge of the City Mayoralty, provided 
he had to wear the latter to the sacrifice of 
the former. 

Ex, Alderman Jas. St. Cuarves said 
both men before them had a spotless re- 
cord, but he thought it was time a stop was 
put to the two year term, hence his favor 
of Mr, Frost. He had nominated Mr. 
Dickson not that he wished to run, but 
rather to speak. 

Mk, Frosr said that it was the first time 
that political rancor and political feelings 
had been buried. It augured well for the 
future of the city. The nomination of 
twenty-one Aldermen anda presiding offi- 
cor was the object of*the hour. In pre- 
senting himself asa candidate he merely 
wished an opportunity to vindicate his 
municipal career, The kind of men they 
wanted to conduct their affairs were those 
who would take a straight course and ad- 
here to it without fear of adverse criticism, 
In the discharge of his duty in the Council he 
hadnot shrunk from what hehad considered 
his duty from fear of offending some one. 
He paid a compliment to the retiring May 
or, but said he had only done his duty, and 
asked if no questions had arisen requiring 
the consideration and action of the Council, 
and wanted to know what had been done 
to recover moneys paid in railway bonuses 
which was made possible by a recent cnact- 
ment of Parliament! Nothing. 

Mr. Dunnet.—Yes, there has; a depu- 
tation was sent to Torento. 

Mr, Frost.—There was an opportunity 
when good could haye been accomplished, 
but the Council—not the Council, but the 
Mayor—failed to act.

Tho Liverpool Journal of Commerce of 
December 9th says ; ‘* A magnificent collec- 
tion of roots has beon forwarded to Mr. 
Jehn Dyke, Canadian Government agent 
atthis port, by the Root and Vegetable 
Growers’ Association of Cobourg, Ontario 
(Canada), and is now on exhibition at Mr, 
J, Cuthbert’s seedsman, Clayton Square. 
{t will be remembered that in 1880 some 
extraordinary roots from Manitoba, includ- 
ing a mammoth squash weighing 313 
Ibs. and a red mangold weighing 7: 
Ibs. were on exhibition in this cit 
These were, we believe, the heaviest 
specimens on record. The roots now on 
exhibition are not so large, but,at the same 
time, they are of much ‘better shape and 
quality. Accompanying these are some 
twenty different sorts of very fino potatoes, 
comprising several varieties which are ap- 
parently unknown on this side of the water, 
some magniticent onions, and specimens of 
wheat, barley, and oats. The two-rowed 
barley,it is stated,is one of the finest speci- 
mons seen in Liverpool for many years.

So far from only oye corrupt act’ by one 
indiscreet agont, having been discovered, 
Mr. Hawley admits that the whole of his 
majority of 42 wns bought | If there had 
boon only one corrupt act, that ould not, 
under the Provincial law, have voided the 
election, The purchase of five votes out of 
the 42 would not have vitiated it,no,nor for 
that matter, the purchifso of 26, for under 
this statute it must be shown that the 
election was carried absolutely by corrup- 
tion. But what Mr, Howley confesses, 
and this is the first instance in the 
history of the Local Eloction law of a 
candidate's being driven into such a corner, 
ns that ‘* bribery prevailed to such an ox- 
tent that the election is void,” in other 
words, that each separate and individual 
vote of the 42 was illegally obtained. And 
what o barefaced attempt to deovive is the 
statement that Mr, Hawley has surrender 
ed owing to his **strong sense Of right,” 
Why, the wretched man dodged seryioo for 
days. When a bailiff went to his house to 
seryo him he was seen on the full run for 
parts unknown,and finally an order had to 
bo obtained from the court permitting sub- 
stitutional service upon his wife. Itis prob- 
ably the firat time leg-bail has been held to 
prove the existence of a strong sonse of right 
on the part of the accused. And how deftly 
does the Globe weave into this tissue of 
falachoods the ‘* enormous costs” to which 
Mr, Hawley would have laid himself open! 
Unfortunately for this part of the story, 
costs go with proof. If the petitioner 
had been able to show only one cor- 
rupt act, Mr. Hawley would have been 
let in only for the costs attending the 
establishment of thatact.

The refugees were huddled around 
huge bonfires, which were kept buruing all 
the night to keep them warm, the weather 
being colder than ustaland nearly all of 
them had fled so hastily from their houses 
that they neglected tof{proyide themselves 
with wraps of the heavier clothing neceas- 
ary for passing the mght in the open air. 
Painter shocks occurred atintorvals during 
the night, which increased the alarm of the 
people and prevented thom from peek. 
ing shelter in any of the buildings. 
To-day large gangs of men are at work 
among the ruins of the wrecked buildings 
searching for the bodies of missing persons. 
Already « number of bodies have been re- 
coyered and many more are known to 
be still buried among the debris, Tho Gov- 
ernment has sent provisions, clothing, &o 
for the relief of the sufferers, and a sub- 
scription list has been opened for their re- 
| lief. In Madrid the damage was alight,

‘The facts are narrated in Ridgeloy's 
‘American Oddfellowship,” as furnished 
by P. G. Sire John A, Kennedy, who was 
An eye witness of the scene: * In early 
spring of 1824, Addrew Wark, a member of 
Franklin Lodge, No. 2, while engaged in 
superintending a shad fishery on the shore 
of the Chespeake Bay, was knocked over- 
board by the boom of his vessel anddrown- 
ed, His body was found and brought for 
interment to his home in Baltimore. On 
the day of the funeral the widow informed 
the writer that her husband would bo buried 
at night, as the society of which he was a 
member buried its dead at midnight. ‘The 
time” fixed for the funeral was 10. m, 
when, with several friends, we were pune: 
tually present. The Jodge, however, did 
not appear so early; but it was there in 
ample time, witha band of six or seven 
pieces, whjch marched in front, The pro- 
cession came,to view as a great glare of light 
as it was crossing the bridge, iUluminating 
the street through which it was passing. 
To an apache eye the procession seem- 
ed to be inthe utmost disorder, as the col- 
umn of seventy or eighty imen took posi- 
tion infront of the Inte home of the 
deceased, 

Tho chief marshal was yery 
busy up and down the line, keeping the 
column in order as wo foolishly supposed, 
but that was our mistake. We did not 
know that good order in those ranks con- 
sisted in preserving the sections in such a }
